Vote to Revoke Ag 
Order Limiting On 
ACP Committeemen 


WASHINGTON, Aug 11—Dem¬ 
ocrats aided by a few farm-state 
Republicans gave Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson a political 
spanking in the Senate tonight by 
voting to revoke his order for 
limiting terms of farmer com¬ 
mittees. 

It was the first Senate defeat 
for Republicans backing Benson 
and the administration’s farm 
posals. 

Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn.) 
touched off the fireworks by of¬ 
fering a rider to the omnibus 
farm bill which would nullify a 
recent order by Benson that no 
farmer committeeman could serve 
more than three consecutive one- 
| year terms 

The fast-talking Minnesota 
Democrat, who Is a candidate for 
re-election, said farmers had a 
right to elect whomever they 
pleased and the Benson order was 
undemocratic and bureaucratic. 
Farmer committeemen administer 
crop controls, soil conservation, 
payments, etc. at state, county 
and local levels. 

On the showdown vote 40 Dem¬ 
ocrats. independent Sen Morse of 
Oregon and 4 Republicans lined 
up for the Humphrey amendment 
which was a proved 45-44. The 
Republicans were Young and 
Langer of North Dakota. Thye 
of Minnesota and Wiley of Wis¬ 
consin. 


Morgan Has Been 
Granted $250.00 
By National Group 

The Morgan County Polio chap- 
it, ,, i.iui.i.,, i,. to enter into 
the Emergency Polio Drive which 
because of a national crisis, is 
being conducted Aug. 16 through 
Aug 31. 

This year 5.458 cases of polio 
were reported as of July 15 which 
is above the average for the past 
five years. The National Foun¬ 
dation is forced to ask for an 
Emergency Drive because of the 
high case load and the expense of 
the trial vaccine and Gamma 
Globulin being used this year. 

Morgan county raised $1,379 in 
the March of Dimes drive early 
this year, of which one-third was 
kept by the local chapter. The 
other two-thirds went to the Na¬ 
tional Foundation with one-third 
earmarked for research and one- 
third for patient care. 

However, the local chapter has 
had two hospital cases this year 
and it was necesary to ask for a 
grant from the National Founda¬ 
tion to help care for the hospi¬ 
talization of the parents and pay 
off old bills for patient of pre¬ 
vious years. The National Foun¬ 
dation sent a grant of $250. 

More funds are needed, how¬ 
ever. to continue the hospital 
care of patients and to pay for 
braces, physical therapy, etc At 
present the chapter has one small 
child, Donnie Gale Hopkins, age 
2 of Matthew, as a patient in the 
convalescent home at Lexington. 
The child developed polio three 
weeks ago and was taken to St. 
Joseph Hospital for treatment, 
and later sent to the convalescent 
home. 

Letters will be mailed by the 
local chapter next week asking 
for donations to help with the 
hospital care of local polio pa¬ 
tients. They should be returned 
as soon as possible. Also coin 
collectors will be placed In busi¬ 
ness places to receive donations.

come. 

Farm women saw some of the 
newer containers and wrappers 
for freezing and canning foods. 
Miss Ann Stevens. Home Dem¬ 
onstration Agent, discussed the 
latest developments in food pres¬ 
ervation. 

On a tour of the farm, the first 
stop showed a good kill of poison 
oak that had been sprayed with 
one-third pint of 2,4-D ester per 
two gallons of water May 12 and 
again June 16. 

Mr. Cassity showed a meadow 
that had been well-fertilized and 
seeded this spring. Part of the 
field was seeded with oats. He 
had cut a good oat crop but there 
was much better growth of the 
grasses and clovers on the par* 
of the field that did not have oats 
with it. 

A fertilizer test on com could 
be distinguished for one-fourth 
of a mile. A new-ground field 
had received 500 pounds of 2-12-6 
in the row at planting time. On 
June 26 County Agent Charlie 
Dixon sidedressed one-tenth acre 
with 10-8-6 fertilizer at the rate 
of 800 pounds per acre as the need 
was shown by soil test. One- 
tenth acre adjoining the plot was 
sidedressed with ammonium ni¬ 
trate at the rate of 250 pounds 
per acre. TheOhadded nitrogen 
looks as though it will double the 
yield of the com. 

A test of five of the leading 
hybrid corn varieties showed 
promise for some of the new hy¬ 
brids. Ohio grown U. S. 13, Ky. 
Grown U. S. 13, G134, Ky. 203, 
U.S 523 and G91 were varieties 
that were included in the test 

in 


1 which the seed was treated with 
; lindane to control soil insects. 

Forestry, Tobacco Studied 

James Newman, Forestry Spe¬ 
cialist for the Extension Service, 
discussed good woods manage¬ 
ment for larger timber crop 
yields. He pointed out trees that 
could be cut for pulpwood and 
nrovMe for vrowth or replanting 
of more desirable trees. He in¬ 
dicated various types of trees that 
were of no value that should be 
lulled to allow faster growth of 
desirable trees. He showed how 
to kill trees with chemicals to 
prevent sprouting. The farmers 
later saw some trees that had 
been treated with a basal spray 
of 245T by Mr. Dixon on June l6. 
Some of them were almost dead. 

A tobacco variety test of eight 
varieties was very interesting. A 
new variety that is highly resis¬ 
tant to wildfire as well as root 
rot, wilt and mosaic looked very 
promising. The low nicotine va¬ 
rieties, Ky. 35 and 41A looked 
equally as good as 16 or the other 
varieties. Burley 2, 24, 57 and 58 
were other varieties that were in¬ 
cluded in the test. Tests of lin¬ 
dane for wireworm control did 
not show any visible advantage 
in this test. Ira Massie, Field 
Agent in Tobacco for the Exten¬ 
sion Service, discussed the tests. 

A meadow fertilizer test in 
which strips were fertilized ac¬ 
cording to need as shown by soil 
tests. Although the fertilizer was 
applied as a top dressing June 22. 
it already shows one-third more 
growth and a much healthier 
color. 

Licking JRiver Limestone Com¬ 
pany spread a load of lime from 
a spreader truck. Mr. Dixon 
pointed out the need for lime and 
the danger of over-liming. This 
type of spreading was one of the 
most satisfactory methods being 
used and one of the cheapest, 
said Mr. Dixon. 

Kash Bach demonstrated how 
he had used an overhead spray 
system on his tractor to spray

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11 
—The Senate by a vote of 49 to 
44 adopted tne nexibie system or 
farm price supports asked by 
President Eisenhower and Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture Benson to re- 
pla< e the flat 90 percent support 
law that has been in effect since 
the early 40’s. 

The main test vote in six days 
ot debate came on a proposal to 
set flexible supports at from 90 
percent down to 82*4 percent on 
five basic crops—cotton, corn, 
wheat, rice and peanuts. The 
President and Benson had asked 
for a sliding scale from 90 down 
to 75 percent. 

The House a month ago adopt¬ 
ed the sliding scale from 90 down 
to 82% percent, and the Senate 
this week voted 49-44 to adopt 
the same plan. 

The two bills now go to a con¬ 
ference of Senate and House 
committees to iron out the dif¬ 
ferences, mainly on dairy and 
sheep support prices. 

Although Eisenhower and Ben¬ 
son had fought for a sliding scale 
down to 75 percent to replace the 
present flat support of 9C per¬ 
cent, the Senate’s action was 
hailed as a major Administration 
victory for the President and Ben¬ 
son since it served to approve a 
sliding scale of supports rather 
than rigid supports set by Con¬ 
gress. The President had said he 
hadn’t meant to reduce supports 
down to the limit of 75 percent 
the first year, anyway. 

The Administration's plan is to 
lower supports in times of over¬ 
supply and increase them in 
times of scarcity, they said. 

The Senate bill was brought to 
to a final vote Tuesday. Ken¬ 
tucky’s Senator Clements voted 
(.gainst the bill and Senator Coop¬ 
er voted for it. 

The farm bloc Senators fought 
to retain the flat 90 percent sup¬ 
ports, contending that the reduced 
price supports would bankrupt 
thousands of farmers. They tried 
also to increase dairy supports, 
but were defeated also on this. 

Tobacco is treated separately 
and will continue under its pres¬ 
ent support program.

Mrs. Jasper Jones told how 
strawberries and sheep were pro¬ 
viding new cash enterprises for 
their small farm.

:id an income of $1.40U 
from strawberries. She had two 
crops from one-fourth acre and 
one crop from one-half acre. They 
started a sheep flock last fall 
with 30 ewes. They sold the wool 
for 54 cents a pound. They also 
sold 32 lambs and 20 native ewes. 
They have kept the 10 Western 
ewes because they raised 14 
lambs each that were larger and 
graded higher. The Western Ewes 
also caused much less trouble at 
lambing time. 

Hobart Cassity described how 
he had made a profit of over 
$1,000 per acre per year from 
strawberries. He stressed that 
the income is received in mid¬ 
year, that the crop does not have 
an allotment, that geese do most 
of the labor, there is ready mar¬ 
ket for all the berries and returns 
are as good as from tobacco. 

Eugene Hamilton of Mize told 
about his first year of growing 
beans for market. He said that 
frost, weeds and bugs were great 
handicaps for him. He teamed 
several ways to cut his costs and 
increase his yield for next year. 
He figures a net profit of fig 
this year. He mentioned Denzil 
Lee Hill. Relief, who sold $1,100 
worth of beans from 1H acres 
this year Eugene also reported 
an income of $200 per acre from 
sorghum and likes it as a cash 
crop. 


ministration to have to put such objectionable 
features into a revision of the atomic energy 
legislation. Revision was unquestionably needed. 
For the private power forces to be able to put 
into the bundle, with the needed changes, an 
assortment of raw deals was sufficient to an¬ 
nounce the failure of modern and moderate men 
to hold control of the Republican Party. 

President Eisenhower, sensitive of his military 
background, has avoided the man-on-horseback 
role.

Each community election board 
must meet and prepare its list of 
nominees by August 20 Other 
nominations may be made by pe¬ 
titions signed by ten eligible 
farmers. The petition may be a 
simple statement that those sign¬ 
ing want to nominate a designated 
person for community committee¬ 
man in a designated community. 
Such petitions must be in the 
AJs.C. office at West Liberty on 
or before August 24 These names 
will also appear on the ballot and 
all names will be In alphabetical 
order. 

Nominations may be made from 
the floor before voting starts on 
election day. The election will be 
held from 10:00 am. until 1:00 
p.m.. Central Standard Time, 
August 30 The places are to be 
announced by the County A.S.C. 
committees. * 

The person who gets the most 
votes for community committee¬ 
man will be the chairman and the 
delegate to the county convention 
which meets August 31 to select 
the county committee. The per¬ 
son receiving the second highest 
votes will be the vice-chairman 
and so on through the third mem¬ 
ber and two alternates.

FROM DENMARK

■who is spending six months in 
Denmark under the International 
Farm Youth Exchange Program. 
She is staying with farm families 
in that country— 

Egaa, Denmark 
July 13, 1954 

This is my first day back at 
may home after five days of camp 
life I left Wednesday, July 7 
and returned Monday, July 12. 
It was a very interesting experi¬ 
ence I would like to share with 


you. 


The camp was the first Na¬ 
tional 4-H Club camp in Den¬ 
mark It was held at Fuglas 
much was once an Army camp 
tout since 1934 it has been owned 
by the Danish Gymnastics Asso¬ 
ciation, a youth organization. Ap¬ 
proximately 150 boys and girls 
from 10-18 years old attended 
their first National 4-H camp. 
The camp is very similar to our 
district camp in Johnson county. 
The daily program consisted of 
flag raising, sports, wood carving 
for boys, buttonholes for girls, 
botany, photo tips and campfire 
with entertainment and singing. 
One leader was in charge of 
camp and special leaders had been 
asked to attend. This was a won¬ 
derful opportunity to work with 
the young people of Denmark. 

I was very impressed my first 
morning of camp at flag raisng 
when our 4-H Club Flag went up 
with the Danish Flag. It had 
been brought from America by 
a former I. F. Y. E. to U. S. from 
Denmark. Even though our two 
countries are so far apart and 
one so large while the other one 
u so small, that a 4-H Flag could 
toe flying over both Danish and 
American 4-H’ers with the same 
understanding and purpose in 
mind, 'To Make the Best Better.” 
Even though I can not always 

speak their language or under¬ 
stand them I have found “A 

smile is universal.” 

Here is a little incident that 
happened the other night. I went 
to the barn to watch my host 
father use the electric milker. 

Sine he can not speak English 
and I can not speak Danish we 
have some difficulty in carrying 
on a conversation. I was stand¬ 
ing by watching when he kept 
saying, ‘‘Mis,” "Mis,” “Miss.” He 
did this several times and each 
time I tried to answer with my 
little knowledge of Danish, but 
he didn’t seem to be satisfied and 
kept calling “Mis.” Finally the 
small cat came running and my 
host brother came in the bam 
and he said, “Mis,” is for cat in 
Danish and there I stood feeling 
like a cat who had swallowed 
the canary.

These were birds, chickens, ducks, 
batums, rabbits, guinea pigs, cats, 
dogs, sheep, pigs, cows, calves 
and ponies. 3u«n*y of the .v.crr. 
bers were only 7 years old and 
very few over 12 years. We 
found their cages and pens very 
unusual. Each person used his 
own taste in decorating them 
and they were very interesting. 
Many were covered with fresh 
flowers and bright colors. The 
calves had ribbons, small bells, 
and bouquets around their necks. 
The dogs and cats had great big 
ribbons on their collar. Each 
person is awarded a prize, but 
they vary depending on rating. 
They do not present any ribbons 
but are interested in our method 
and perhaps will be using it in 
the future. Oh, yes, they were 
glad to meet two Americans who 
had been 4-H’ers and I had to 
give a little talk. It was trans¬ 
lated for me, but as I said we 
have to be alert. 

Last night Nancy and I were 
invited to attend the Danish Folk 
School. About 30 young English 
farmers were guests. The history 
of the school was explained in 
English and the director felt it 
was a good time for us to be 
present. We certainly had an en¬ 
joyable evening but found it al¬ 
most as difficult to understand 
the English boys as the Danish. 
Yes, they d i d enjoy hearing 
Americans talk and they certainly 
thought we sounded very funny. 

I am making a few accom¬ 
plishments with my bicycle rid¬ 
ing. I can now ride to Nancy’s 
farm without getting off and 
walking up the little hills. I still 
haven’t tried to ride 30 kilome¬ 
ters in a day. 

I must go to bed since I have 
a big day ahead. Tomorrow being 
Friday it means we clean all the 
windows, woodwork, floors and 
furniture. This is a weekly chore 
and never neglected. We are also 
having guests for a week and 
must do some extra baking. 

I have just had coffee, cake 
and pastries. I only wish you 
were here to enjoy them also. 
Now I’ll say “Godt Nats” to each 
of you.

Dear Fellow 4-H'ers, Parents 
and Friends, 

I have been so busy the past 
week that I hardly realized it was 
time to get another letter in the 
mail. 

■» ^ast Friday my I.F.Y.E. Family 
took me to see "The Old Town,” 
a part of Aarhus which has re¬ 
mained as it was in 1800. I 
found it very interesting, seeing 
how they once lived, worked and 
dressed. After spending the af¬ 
ternoon there we went to a 
friend's home for dinner and the 
evening. The Danes entertain in 
a little different manner than 
we, but the food and service is 
eery, very different. It kept me 
on my toes, trying to do what is 
correct to the Danes, understand¬ 
ing a little of the conversation 
and knowing when they were 
•peaking to me. I enjoyed the 
evening very much, but we 
LF.Y.E.’s have be to alert at all 
times. 

My host mother and I have 
been very busy this week pre¬ 
serving food. I have never picked 
so many cherries, red raspberries 
and red currants. The fruit here 
is very nice and plentiful and 
they are certainly conservative in 
their use. By the way, I wore my 
first pair of wooden shoes today 
while picking red currants. Since 
it has rained almost every day 
this month the ground is very 
wet. My mother doesn’t want me 
to get my saddle oxfords dirty, 
or maybe dirtier, so she gave me 
a pair of wooden shoes. They 
were very comfortable while 
standing, but I had some diffi¬ 
culty in lifting my feet when 
walking. Of course, they thought 
I was very comical and enjoyed 
watching me trying to be a typi¬ 
cal Danish girl.

DOG LAW TERMS 
SENT TO OFFICERS 


FRANKFORT, Ky.. Aug. 2—A 
summary of provisions of th? re¬ 
cent dog law, both as to inocula¬ 
tion provisions and licensing 
terms, was sent this week to all 
law enforcement officers of the 
State by Attorney General J. D. 
Buckman, Jr., who said that 
“considerable confusion has de¬ 
veloped relative to the law’s 
terms.” 

The synopsis, prepared by As¬ 
sistant Attorney General John B. 
Browning, points out these terms: 

1. Every dog six months old or 
over must be vaccinated annu¬ 
ally, on or before July 1, by either 
an accredited veterinarian or a 
person holding a permit from the 
State Board of Health. 

2. Any dog vaccinated against 
rabies in another state need not 
be revaccinated when brought 
into this state, provided require¬ 
ments of the other state are not 
below Kentucky’s standards. The 
dogs must be revaccinated a year 
after the first vaccination. 

3. Physicians must report the
